Storm  fills  East, 
maims  Midwest, 
causes  24  deaths

The  epic  winter  of  ’82  showed  no  signs  of  softening 
Monday  as  the  latest  crippling  storm  out  of  the  Midwest, 
already  blamed  for  24  deaths,  pushed  eastward  with  icy 
floods,  freezing  rain  and  heavy  snow. 

As  the  storm  swept  across  western  Pennsylvania  and 
New  York  into  New  England,  thousands  more  homes 
went  dark,  hundreds  more  schools  closed  and  highways 
became  more  cluttered  with  wreckage. 

Ice  jams  formed  by  weeks  of  record  cold  caused  flooding 
of  streams  and  rivers  in  parts  of  Ohio,  West  Virginia  and 
Pennsylvania. 

‘Giant  ice  cube’ 

In  downtown  Oil  City,  Pa. ,  for  example,  the  water  got 
as  high  as  man’s  head,  prompting  Frank  Stacy  of  radio 
station  WOYI  to  say,  “It  could  turn  the  whole  downtown 
into  a  giant  ice  cube.” 

In  Missouri,  Illinois,  Indiana  and  Ohio,  where  some 
communities  got  up  to  about  2  feet  of  snow  during  the 
weekend,  National  Guardsmen  and  volunteers  with  snow¬ 
mobiles  and  four-wheel  drive  trucks  rescued  thousands  of 
stranded  motorists  during  the  night. 

Thousands  stranded 

Thousands  of  other  travelers  in  the  Midwest  spent  the 
night  in  emergency  shelters,  such  as  the  Zion  Evangelical 
United  Church  of  Christ  in  Indianapolis,  which  housed 
250.  Many  had  to  sleep  on  benches  because  there  weren’t 
enough  cots.  i 

Jenny  Johnson,  22,  of  Troy,  Ohio,  had  been  on  her  way 


to  visit  her  parents  in  Kansas  City  when  she  found  herself 
trapped  in  the  Indianapolis  church.  After  30  hours  of  play¬ 
ing  cards  £nd  napping,  she  said  it  was  like  “being  in  the 
Twilight  Zone.” 

National  Guard 

In  St.  Louis,  which  got  its  worst  snowstorm  in  70  years, 
about  100  National  Guardsmen  were  called  up  at  the  re¬ 
quest  of  Mayor  Vincent  Schoemehi  to  help  clear  the 
streets  of  abandoned  cars  and  trucks. 

The  National  Guard  started  shuttling  nurses  and  doc¬ 
tors  to  hospitals,  and  300  people  were  stranded  at  13 
armories  in  central  and  northern  Indiana. 

About  500  people  attending  the  Central  Illinois  Jazz 
Festival  were  stranded  for  the  night  in  Decatur,  where  17 
inches  of  snow  fell. 

Shelter  sought 

People  sought  shelter  where  they  could  find  it,  including 
a  stuck  bus  in  downtown  St.  Louis. 

“People  have  been  coming  up  and  asking  me  if  they 
could  come  in  and  keep  warm,”  said  the  driver,  Wanda 
Anderson.  “And  that’s  fine  with  me  because  I’ve  been 
blocking  traffic  all  day  long.  I’ve  been  sideways,  cross- 
ways  and  all  kinds  of  ways.” 

Many  roads  in  central  and  southern  Illinois  remained 
closed  Monday.  Up  to  22  inches  of  snow  fell  in  the  region 
and  winds  gusting  to  45  mph  built  drifts  6  feet  high. 

Erie  Jones,  director  of  the  Illinois  Emergency  Services 
and  Disaster  Agency,  said  snowmobile  and  four-wheel 
drive  crews  rescued  4,000  people  stranded  on  the  high¬ 
ways  overnight,  including  880  on  Interstate  57.

Travelers  said  the 
main  north-south  highway  between 
Warsaw  and  Katowice  was  closed  to 
civilian  traffic,  possibly  to  facilitate 
troop  movements. 

The  Polish  news  agency  PAP  said 
the  U.S.  cutoff  of  corn  shipments  to 
Poland  would  trigger  collapse  of  the 
chicken  market,  since  farmers  needed 
the  grain  for  feed.

50  years  later 

'New  Deal'  reversed 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  In  the  half-century 
since  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  introduced 
the  New  Deal  to  lift' the  nation  from  the  Depress¬ 
ion,  Americans  have  looked  to  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  for  many  of  their  needs,  from  checks  for  the 
unemployed  to  concrete  for  highways. 

That  traditional  reliance  on  Washington  would 
be  halted  under  President  Reagan’s  “new  federal¬ 
ism”  plan,  outlined  for  the  first  time  in  his  State  of 
the  Union  address  last  week. 

Instead,  Reagan  would  restore  city  halls,  cdunty 
courthouses  and  state  capitals  as  the  places  where 
people  turn  with  their  problems. 

Only  a  sketch 

High-ranking  administration  officials  say  they 
have  only  a  sketch,  not  a  blueprint,  for  how  this 
transfer  of  power  would  work,  or  how  much  it 
would  cost. 

The  centerpiece  of  the  president’s  plan  would  be 
a  federal  takeover  of  the  $30.  billion  Medicaid  health 
insurance  program  for  the  needy,  in  exchange  for 
having  states  absorb  the  $11.3  billion  food  stamp 
program  and  the  largest  welfare  program,  the  $15 
billion  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children. 

In  addition,  Reagan  wants  to  turn  over  to  the 
states  control  of  43  other  programs,  including 
transportation,  education,  health,  community  de¬ 
velopment  and  social  services  on  which  the  federal 
government  now  spends  $30  billion; 

The  White  House  maintains  that  a  $28  billion 
“grassroots  trust  fund”  from  excise  taxes  and  the 
oil  windfall  tax  would  cushion  states  against  loss  of 
revenues  during  a  transition  period  from  fiscal  1984 
to  fiscal  1991,  when  federal  financial  support  would 
end. 

Pres.  Holland 
to  discuss 
"Inconvenient 
Messiah" 

BYU  President  Jeffrey  R.  Holland  will  address 
the  Devotional  assembly  today  at  10  a.m.  in  the 
Marriott  Center. 

Speaking  on  “The  Inconvenient  Messiah,”  Presi¬ 
dent  Holland  will  address  students  on  a  religious 
topic  in  contrast  to  the  traditional  fall  president’s 
assembly  that  generally  deals  with  beginnings  of  a 
new  academic  year. 

This  is  the  first  time  in  recent  history  that  the 
university  president  has  delivered  a  Devotional 
address  to  students. 

President  Holland,  the  ninth  president  of  BYU, 
served  four  years  as  a  commissioner  of  education 
for  the  worldwide  LDS  Church  Educational  Sys¬ 
tem.  Before  that,  he  was  dean  of  religious  instruc¬ 
tion  at  BYU. 

A  native  of  St.  George,  the  41-year-old  president 
is  a  popular  speaker  and  writer  in  the  church  as  well 
as  professionally.  He  has  had  more  than  40  articles 
and  talks  published  in  church  and  professional  jour¬ 
nals. 

He  serves  on  governing  boards  of  the  Desert 
News  Publishing  Co.,  Intermountain  Health  Care, 
Inc. ,  the  LDS  Hospital  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  the 
Polynesian  Cultural  Center  in  Laie,  Hawaii.  He  is 
also  a  director  of  the  American  Association  of  Presi¬ 
dents  of  Independent  Colleges  and  Universities. 

President  Holland  recently  completed  a  term  as 
chairman  of  the  Scottsdale  Conference  on  Church- 
Related  Higher  Education,  and  has  also  been  LDS 
Church  representative  to  the  National  Congress  on 
Church-Related  Colleges  and  Universities. 

President  Holland  serves  as  honorary  president 
of  the  Utah  County  Unit  of  the  American  Cancer 
Society  and  on  the  advisory  board  of  the  National 
Multiple  Sclerosis  Read-a-thon  Committee. 


But  some  state  officials  fear  the  switch  would 
leave  the  rich  Sun  Belt  states  richer  and  the  hard- 
pressed  industrial  states  of  the  Northeast  and  Mid¬ 
dle  West  poorer.' 

Rife  with  fraud 

In  his  State  of  the  Union  address  Jan.  26,  Reagan 
charged  that  many  welfare  programs  are  “poorly 
administered  and  rife  with  waste  and  fraud,”  and 
that  “virtually  every  American  who  shops  in  a  local 
supermarket  is  aware  of  the  daily  abuses  that  take 
place  in  the  food  stamp  program.” 

Two  days  after  Reagan’s  speech,  Congress  met 
in  another  joint  session  to  mark  the  centenary  of 
Roosevelt’s  birth  and  hear  FDR’s  voice  again  de¬ 
claim,  “I  see  one-third  of  a  nation  ill-housed,  ill- 
clad,  ill-nourished.” 

Roosevelt  was  the  father  of  many  of  the  social 
welfare  programs  that  Reagan  is  trying  to  transfer 
out  of  Washington. 

The  original  Social  Security  Act  that  Roosevelt 
signed  Aug.  14,  1935,  also  created  the  AFDC  wel¬ 
fare  program  as  well  as  unemployment  compensa¬ 
tion  and  aid  to  the  blind. 

Roosevelt  era 

Food  stamps  also  have  their  roots  in  the 
Roosevelt  era.  They  started  in  the  late  1930s  as  an 
Agriculture  Department  pilot  project  in  Roches¬ 
ter,  N.Y.,  to  unload  surplus  crops  and  feed  the 
poor.  Before  the  program  lapsed  in  1943,  it  had 
expanded  to  8&  cities  and  1,700  counties  and  was 
.helping  feed  3  million  people  a  month. 

The  states  already  are  free  to  pay  whatever 
AFDC  benefits  they  please,  despite  . the  futile 
efforts  of  a  succession  of  presidents  —  starting  with 
Roosevelt  —  to  establish  a  minimum  welfare  pay¬ 
ment. 

Last  November,  maximum  AFDC  benefits  for  a 
family  of  four  ranged  from  a  low  of  $120  a  month  in 
Mississippi  and  $141  in  Texas  to  $601  in  California 
and  $634  in  Alaska. 

Some  11.1  million  people,  including  7.6  million 


children,  get  AFDC  benefits,  with  Washington 
picking  up  about  55  percent  of  the  tab. 

For  poor  people  in  the  latter  states,  food  stamps 
can  be  their  biggest  source  of  aid.  The  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  foots  the  full  bill  for  food  stamps  and  de¬ 
termines  eligibility  based  on  national  poverty  stan¬ 
dards,  ,  ......  ....  ... 

Automatically  eligible 

Welfare  recipients  are  automatically  eligible  for 
food  stamps.  Others  can  qualify  if  their  income  is 
less  than  $10,985,  or  130  percent  of  the  Census 
Bureau’s  poverty  line  of  $8,414  for  a  non-farm  fami¬ 
ly  of  four. 

In  Mississippi,  a  family  of  four  getting  a  $120 
AFDC  grant  also  could  draw  $233  in  food  stamps.  A 
California  family  getting  $601  from  AFDC  is  enti¬ 
tled  to  a  maximum  of  $113  in  food  stamps. 

Wide  disparities 

Wide  disparities  also  exist  in  the  state-run  Medi¬ 
caid  programs. 

Some  states  pay  for  as  few  as  21  days  of  hospita¬ 
lization  for  Medicaid  patients  annually,  while 
others  have  virtually  unlimited  hospitalization  and 
such  extras  as  dental  care. 

Medicaid 

Congress  created  Medicaid  in  1965  almost  as  an 
afterthought  to  the  bill  creating  Medicare,  the 
health  care  program  for  the  elderly.  Medicaid 
sharply  expanded  the  small  Kerr-Mills  medical  be¬ 
nefits  program  begun  in  1960  to  help  old  people  who 
were  “medically  needy”  but  not  poor  enough  to  get 
welfare. 

Hold  down  costs 

The  White  House  says  the  Medicaid  takeover 
would  be  coupled  with  its  forthcoming  plan  to  over¬ 
haul  and  hold  down  the  costs  of  both  Medicare  and 
Medicaid.  That  strategy  is  certain  to  make  Medi¬ 
caid  patients  pay  more  of  their  medical  bills  them¬ 
selves,  and  might  make  it  harder  to  qualify  for 
Medicaid.

Guns  surrendered  in  Illinois 


MORTON  GROVE,  Ill.  —  Two  elderly  resi¬ 
dents  of  this  affluent  suburb  surrendered  four 
weapons  to  police  Monday  as  the  nation’s  only  law 
banning  sale  or  possession  of  handguns  took 
effect. 

Village  employees  said  they  answered  about  25 
telephone  calls  in  the  morning,  mostly  from  news 
reporters  asking  if  any  guns  had  been  turned  in. 

The  law  was  passed  June  8  and  has  survived 
state  and  federal  court  challenges  from  opponents 
who  say  it  violates  the  constitutional  right  to  bear 
arms.  All  weapons  surrendered  will  be  held  for 
five  years  in  case  the  ordinance  eventually  is  over¬ 
turned. 

Police  said  they  expected  few  guns  would  be 
turned  in  and  they  weren’t  going  out  looking  for 
them. 


But  they  acknowledged  that  the  inspections 
failed  to  uncover  &  faulty  pipe  at  the  Ginna  nuclear 
plant  near  Rochester.  The  pipe  burst  last  week, 
leading  to  the  release  of  radioactive  steam  into  the 
atmosphere. 

Police  hammer  Red  Brigade 

VICENZA,  Italy  —  Police  said  Monday  they 
smashed  three  more  hideouts  of  Red  Brigades 
terrorists,  and  newspapers  reported  that  suspects 
seized  when  police  freed  kidnapped  U.S.  Brig. 
Gen.  James  L.  Dozier  were  “singing  like 
canaries.” 

Five  presumed  “brigatisti”  were  arrested  in 
overnight  sweeps  in  Rome/and  two  arrests  were 
announced  in  Florence,  bringing  to  31  the  number 
jailed  since  police  stormed  an  apartment  in  Padua 
and  rescued  Dozier  last  Thursday. 

A  cache  of  arms  was  found  in  one  of  the  three 
hideouts  in  apartments  in  working-class  neighbor¬ 
hoods  in  Rome,  police  said. 


sixth  week  of  trial  for  Williams,  a  23-year-old 
black  free-lance  photographer  charged  with 
murdering  Nathaniel  Cater,  27,  and  Jimmy  Ray 
Payne,  21,  two  of  the  28  young  blacks  whose 
deaths  over  22-month  period  have  been  investi¬ 
gated  by  a  special  police  task  force.

Nuke  plants  have  bad  tubes 


Hair  may  tie  up  Atlanta  case 


WASHINGTON  —  Three-fourths  of  the  48 
steam-generator  nuclear  power  plants  in  the  na¬ 
tion  are  plagued  with  corroded  tubes  such  as  the 
one  which  ruptured  at  a  facility  near  Rochester, 
N.  Y. ,  last  week,  the  Nuclear  Regulatory  Commis¬ 
sion  said  Monday.  ' 

NRC  commissioners  and  senior  staff  members, 
in  a  briefing  for  a  House  subcommittee,  said  de¬ 
teriorating  tubes,  numbering  in  the  hundreds  or 
thousands  in  some  cases,  are  actively  sought  out 
during  routine  inspections  and  plugged  off  if  it 
appears  they  may  develop  cracks  or  leaks.,' 


ATLANTA  —  Hairs  from  Wayne  B.  Williams’ 
head  match  hairs  that  were  found  under  the  clo¬ 
thing  of  one  of  the  city’s  28  slain  young  blacks,  an 
FBI  fiber  expert  testified  Monday  at  Williams’ 
murder  trial. 

The  hairs  found  underneath  11-year-old  Patrick 
Baltazar’s  shirt  “could  have  originated  from 
Wayne  Williams,”  Harold  Deadman  said. 

He  conceded  that  “hair  comparisons  are  not  a 
positive  means  of  association,”  but  added,  “I  have 
rarely  seen  instances  where  hairs  from  two  diffe¬ 
rent  individuals  exhibit  the  same  characteristics.” 

Deadman’s  testimony  came  at  the  start  of  the 


ROME  —  Some  Americans  in  Libya  ignored 
their  government’s  call  to  leave,  and  Libyan  im¬ 
migration  police  have  helped  a  few  to  flout  the  ban 
on  travel  there,  reports  from  the  North  African 
nation  say. 

Most  of  the  1,500  Americans  who  were  living  in 
Libya  left  after  the  U.S.  State  Department  urged 
them  to  depart  Dec.  10,  saying  it  was  no  longer 
safe  there.  The  U.S.  action  followed  reports  that 
Libyan  leader  Col.  Moammar  Khadafy  sent  assas¬ 
sins  to  kill  President  Reagan. 

But  a  few  Americans  say  they’re  hanging  on, 
reluctant  to  give  up  high-paying  jobs  or  uproot 
their  families. 

“My  wife  and  I  will  stay  as  long  as  it’s  legal.  We 
don’t  feel  in  any  physical  danger,  and  I’d  like  at 
least  for  my  son  to  finish  the  school  year  in  June,” 
said  Skender  Brame,  46,  a  Cleveland  native 
reached  by  phone  in  Tripoli.

Sheeran  called  him  at  work  a  few  days 
after  he  had  been  in  court  the  first 
time.  “Sheeran  said  he  had  received 
information  from  a  reliable  source 
that  someone  was  going  to  put  some 
kind  of  drug  in  a  drink,  maybe  LSD, 
at  a  party  and  give  it  to  me,”  Taylor 
said. 

He  went  to  the  home  of  the  man  he 
thought  to  have  been  threatening 
him. 

“I  had  heard  from  a  dozen  people 
that  he  had  told  them  he  would  pay 
them  $1,000  to  bring  me  to  him,” 
Taylor  said,  “so  I  went  to  his  house 
and  asked  him  for  my  $1,000.  But  as 
soon  as  he  saw  me,  he  told  his  wife  to 
call  the  police.  When  the  police  ar¬ 
rived,  they  arrested  me  for  trespas¬ 
sing.” 

Police  trouble 

In  the  following  months  it  appeared 
Taylor  was  not  getting  along  well 
with  the  police.  He  said  he  was  often 
questioned  in  connection  with  diffe¬ 
rent  events  and  stopped  by  police  on 
the  street.  His  parents  said  he  was 
given  citations  for  having  cigarettes, 
alcohol,  violating  curfew  and  even 
driving  with  bald  tires. 

Nielsen  said  Taylor  was  not  haras¬ 
sed  by  police.  “We  don’t  harass  any-  • 
one,  but  we  do  enforce  the  law,”  he 
said.  “Those  who  tend  to  violate  the 
law  more  often  than  others  may  feel 
they  are  being  harassed.” 

Steve  Madsen,  Taylor’s  attorney, 
said  he  thinks  the  police  may  have 
been  too  hard  on  Taylor. 

“Tim  was  not  your  typical  Mormon 
youth  in  a  typical  Mormon  commun¬ 
ity.  He  was  out  of  step.  He  was  trying 
to  go  straight,  and  the  police 
approached  him  about  going  back  into 
the  lion’s  den,”  Madsen  said.  “He  did 
it,  and  the  results  were  disastrous  to 
him.” 

Madsen  said  even  if  Taylor  did 
break  the  law,  he  said  he  still  thinks 
the  police  should  have  shouldered 
some  of  the  blame. 

“I  think  they  should  have  been 
more  interested  in  helping  him, 
knowing  that  they  placed  him  in  that 
dangerous  situation  by  giving  him  a 
little  slack,”  Madsen  said.  “Instead 
they  weren’t  willing  to  cut  him  any 
slack  once  things  started  going 
wrong.” 

Cutting  Taylor  slack  may  not  have 
been  an  easy  thing  for  police  to  do. 
Some  reports  indicate  Taylor  was 
hard  to  forget. 

“We’d  get  a  burglary  alarm,  and 
we’d  get  there  and  he’d  already  be 
there  sitting  in  his  car,”  Officer  Phil 
Johnson  said. 

Taylor  had  heard  about  the  crime 
on  his  scanner. 

“I  think  he  wanted  to  be  a  cop,”  the 
officer  said. 

Taylor  had  been  out  of  the  Youth 
Developmental  Center  in  Ogden, 
often  a  last  stop  for  hard-line  juvenile 
offenders,  for  11  months  when  his  pa¬ 
rents,  concerned  about  his  company 
and  late-night  hours,  requested  he  be 
picked  up.  He  was  arrested  for  parole 
violations  and  taken  to  the  Youth 
Home  in  Provo,  his  parents  said.  He 
was  not  immediately  transported  to 
YDC  because  Sheeran  asked  he  be

kept  at  the  Youth  Home  so  he  could 
testify  in  one  last  trial,  Mrs.  Taylor 
said. 

Escaped  again 

It  was  during  that  trial  that  Taylor 
escaped  again. 

“I  wasn’t  really  planning  on  taking 
off,  but  I  left  the  courtroom  once, 
went  to  the  bathroom  and  came  back 
in  and  sat  down,”  Taylor  said.  “Then 


Sheeran  got  on  the  stand  and  I  left  the 
courtroom  again,  so  he  didn’t  think 
anything  because  I’d  already  left  the 
courtroom  and  came  back.  I  just  de¬ 
cided  not  to  come  back.” 

He  left  the  building  and  went  to  a 
friend’s  house  about  three  blocks 
away. 

“Just  after  that,  there  were  police

Network”  was  also  transmitted  to  12  television 
markets  across  the  nation.  It  reached  stations  in 
Utah,  Idaho,  California,  Colorado,  Arizona,  New 
Mexico,  Oklahoma  and  North  Carolina. 

According  to  KSL’s  Mike  Mischler,  producer  of 
the  network  broadcast,  the  telethon, was  the  first  of 
its  kind  to  be  produced  in  Utah.  “It’s  amazing  to 
think  of  doing  a  continuous  21-hour  program,”  he 
said.

Ramses  created  the  monuments  as  testimony  to 
the  ancients’  belief  in  and  quest  for  eternal  life. 

The  ruins  of  the  Luxor  Temple  and.  the  temple  to 
the  sun  god  at  Karnak  will  be  explored  in  the  film. 
The  temple  at  Karnak  is  considered  to  be  the 
largest  place  of  worship  ever  built,  covering  some 
60  acres. 

The  temples  and  the  tombs  of  the  ancient  Egyp¬ 
tians  continue  to  draw  people  from  all  over  the 
world,  as  they  have  for  centuries.

The  question  may  well  be 
whether  BYU  can  afford  to 
have  a  losing  basketball  season. 
The  answer  has  to  be  yes,  a 
thousand  times  yes. 

Basketball  is  not  the  end  and 
all  of  being.  It  has  a  place  in  our 
collegiate  and  community  lives, 


just  as  football,  soccer,  tennis,  and  all  of  the  other  sports  that  parade 
across  the  academic  year. 

But  books,  lectures,  devotionals,  research,  general  education,  Pre¬ 
ference,  and  a  host  of  other  important  activities  also  have  a  place.  This 
is  an  appeal  to  keep  intercollegiate  athletics  in  perspective.  It  is 
possible  to  have  a  losing  season  in  a  major  sport  without  fear  that  the 
university  is  crumbling  around  our  feet.  The  fact  is  that  in  the  eternal 
and  even  secular  scheme  of  things,  it  will  not  make  a  great  deal  of 
difference  whether  the  basketball  team  wins  this  year  or  not. 

Now  two  or  three  losing  seasons  might  have  some  impact  financially 
and  image-wise,  but  until  those  losing  seasons  start  following  each 
other  there  is  a  genuine  need  to  keep  some  balance  in  our  attitude 
toward  winning  and  losing. 

If  there  were  a  choice,  it  is  more  fun  to  win.  It  is  also  a  fair 
assumption  that  the  coaches  and  every  player  on  the  basketball  team  is 
trying  to  win.  At  this  point  there  is  nothing  to  suggest  that  Coach 
Frank  Arnold  has  suddenly  lost  his  competence,  nor  is  there  obvious 
evidence  that  the  team  has  lost  its  desire.  If  that  kind  of  evidence  were 
to  surface,  then  criticism  and  cries  of  anguish  about  losing  would  have 
some  foundation. 

Intense  and  enthusiastic  fans  are  certainly  an  important  part  of  a 
successful  athletic  program.  These  words  are  not  intended  to  dampen 
any  of  that  enthusiasm  and  support.  However,  this  may  be  a  time,  as 
we  suffer  with  something  less  than  a  sensational  basketball  season,  to 
remember  that  coaches  and  athletes  are  human  beings  who  have

Super  Bowl  becoming  more 
spectacle  than  sports  event 


It  started  out  as  a  shouting  match  between  the 
new  kid  on  the  block  and  the  neighborhood  bully, 
but  with  each  passing  year  the  Super  Bowl  becomes 
less  of  a  sporting  event  and  more  of  a  spectacle, 
growing  out  of  touch  with  reality. 

There  is  a  mesmerization  of  the  American  popu¬ 
lace  for  weeks  before  the  opening  kickoff  as  the 
game  is  the  main  topic  of  conservation  in  board 
rooms,  bars,  and  factories. 

Cover  stories  by  national  magazines  put  this 
year’s  game  between  Cincinnati  and  San  Francisco 
squarely  in  the  public  eye,  the  crisis  in  Poland  and 
the  plight  of  the  Haitian  refugees  notwithstanding. 

Close  to  100  million  television  viewers  tuned  in 
for  the  game  in  the  Pontiac  Silverdome  and  prob¬ 
ably  saw  everything  there  was  to  see  in  the  stands 
and  on  the  field  as  CBS  employed  32  cameras  in 
covering  the  contest.  The  press  corps  for  the  1982 
game  was  estimated  at  2,000. 

The  80,000  fans  fortunate  enough  to  get  tickets  to 
the  game  were,  according  to  one  security  official, 
carefully  ticketed  by  the  National  F ootball  League. 
Had  any  of  them  been  foolish  enough  to  cause  an 
incident  they  would  have  been  subjected  to  the 
wrath  of  a  huge  security  force.  Numbering  over 
1,000,  it  read  like  a  Who’s  Who  in  Law  Enforce¬ 
ment. 

Conservative  estimates  among  bookmakers 


state  that  Americans  wagered  nearly  a  billion 
lars  on  the  contest  between  the  AFC  and  N 
champions. 

With  all  the  megabucks  that  the  game  genera 
in  advertising  and  television  revenue  it  seems 
anachronism  that  the  site  of  the  game  was  playei 
Pontiac,  Mich.  Housing  and  Urban  Developm 
(HUD)  has  called  the  Pontiac  area  one  of  the  m 
economically  depressed  cities  in  the  country, 
employment  in  the  region  is  running  at  24  perc 
and  the  state  of  Michigan  has  an  unemploym 
rate  of  15  percent. 

Still  promoters  of  the  game  were  not  discc 
aged.  They  gave  downtown  Pontiac  a  quick  fact 
and  renamed  the  main  thoroughfare  Bourl 
Street  North.  They  arranged  for  Frank  Sinai 
Diana  Ross  and  Rod  Stewart  to  play  in  conc< 
during  the  week  preceding  the  game. 

There  was  even  a  $5  tour  of  area  b£ 
taverns.  The  net  result  of  that  promotion  was  t 
two  partygoers  were  run  over  on  an  express\ 
ramp  after  being  pushed  from  an  overcrowded  i 
bus  ferrying  people  from  tavern  to  tavern. 

With  all  the  commercialism  that  is  strangling 
Super  Bowl,  it  would  be  appropriate  if  next  ye 
game  were  played  on  Madison  Avenue.
